a failure, aud he warm'd all cities that 
if they undertook it they would be em­ 
barking on a dangerous business, and 
said for himself that he would not ad­ 
vise it. 


M in t Elim ina te A ll Politic*. 
These things were said at a picnic 
given by the Tom Johnson Democracy 
here. Dalrymple said: "I do not say 
yet whether the people should munici- 
jwlize their street car service. 
That 
is for you to say. Any city that is b ill­ 
ing and able to do as we have done in 
Glasgow eau do it. But if you conduct 
the business on political lines you are 
doomed. 
Thenverage of profit ii* the 
business is on*-fifth of a cent a pas­ 
senger. 
It is a narrow margin and re­ 
quires the closest economy in manage­ 
ment to maintain it. The least extrav­ 
agance would wipe it out. It is the eas­ 
iest thing in the world to turn profit 
into loss ut the end of the year.

nothing to corporations, politicians, or 
newspapers.” 
Clarence S. Darrow talked of nation­ 
al politics, saying there could la? no 
reorganization of Democracy, as it was 
impossible to build a platform broad 
enough for Grover Cleveland and Will­ 
iam J. Bryan lioth to stand on. 
Ile 
said he could not say when municipal 
ownership would 
obtain in Chicago, 
adding: 
"I believe we will get it be­ 
fore any more franchises are granted. 
It all depends on whether the people 
stand finn in demanding it. The great­ 
est difficulty is with the courts. Of all 
the institutions created which stand 
in the way of progressive movements, 
the courts are first. 
They stand for 
the vested rights of the rich, which 
means the divested rights of the poor.” 
Chicago loaned Dalrymple to Cleve­ 
land for one day only. 
Cleveland, like 
Chicago, is struggling with the theory 
of municipal ownership, and Mayor 
Dunne, unable to come here himself, 
contributed Dalrymple to Mayor Tom 
Johnson s propaganda. 
He sent him in 
style, too. and had a private car to 
transport him and IOO of the 
best- 
dressed and handsomest members of 
the County Democracy Marching club 
with a band of fifty pieces to escort 
him and ten of the most eloquent spell­ 
binders of the Jefferson club to tell all 
their hearers what Chicago 
expects 
municipal ownership to do for it and 
what it will, in their opinion, do for 
Cleveland if it has a chance.
